Track projects funded in the Klamath Basin

Track and organize funding opportunities

Provide a space where organizations can communicate more efficiently
in the Basin

Developed a spreadsheet that tracks funded projects, funding
opportunities and unfunded projects of value
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Reported 2022/early 2023 funding in Klamath

« Total of $123,127,000 in Projects reported by partners, but not all Klamath
funding partners reported.

« Ofthat, $6,166,000 in projects are under review and not yet funded

* Placing projects into categories is subjective and difficult for Location and
Project Type.

* Many of these projects have multiple funding partners and this tool allows
for coordination among funding entities.
